POIR 1 (ASR #3) and POIR 2 (ASR #4) are located within the SE¼ of 
SE¼ of projected Section 14, T15S, R1E, MDB&M. 

Amount: 42 cfs by direct diversion and 21,574 af per annum by storage. 
Total amount of water to be taken from the source shall not exceed 
26,574 af per water year October 1 to September 30 of the succeeding 
year. 

Season: Diversion season of November 1 of each year to June 30 of the 
succeeding year. 

Purpose of Use: Municipal, irrigation, and fish and wildlife preservation and 
ehhancement.
